Sm—Pe:haps it might amuse some of your readers to receive a 
brief account of the new actress, Miss Jarman, from ene who has in- 
timately known the entire of her professional career ;—if so, accept 
the following. 

Miss Jarman was born early in the spring of 1801, at York, where 
her father was the prompter, and her mother a favorite actress.— 
There she was accustomed to play all the childish parts such as the 
young Prince, in Richard the Third, &e. It was upon the Bath stage, 
however, that she first appeared in the character of an adult ;—her 
debut was made for Conway’s benefit, in the March of 1817, as Char- 
lotte, in Macklin’s Farce of Love-a-la-Mode. In 1822, she removed 
from Bath to Dublin, and at the theatre of the latter city has ever 
since maintsined the first class of fine ladies in comedy, with occasion- 
ally sume of the tragic heroines. In person, she is tall, slender, and 
genteel ; her deportment is always that of a lady ; she declaims with 
perfect good sense, and kas a consummate knowledge of all ihe telling 
points connected with the dusiness of the stage. Although, from her 
length of practise, she may be regarded as a veteran actress, never-~ 
theless Miss J. is even now but in the very bloom of womanhood, as 
she still wants a few weeks of completing her 26th year. It may not 
be irrelevant to add, that in private life her conduct has always been
